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1. The Communist Party presents to the public matters which usually do 
not contradict the truth or the intentions of the party but whose real 
purpose is intentionally concealed by tactical declarations or acts even 
from the loyal Corrmnist official. The latter is rerely a pawnin a gare 
which he does not understand. A policy directed from the core of the 
party is carefully controlled so that performers of taska will not Imow 
more than is absolutely necessary nor realize the true purpose of their 
activities. This is a clever reasure as otherwise these people vould 
realize promaturely that they are carrying ovt acta which are arainst 
their will or which will make them the victina. They are actors who 
are not allowed to understand the whole play, and severe reasures are 
taken to ensure that ono actor will not read the other's serint. There 
am: very fev who remain until the end of the scene, and the entire play 
is knomm perhaps only to tho directors or even perhaps only to the author. 
The best way of judging their ains ig by observing who is assifned to the 
various parts an] who is the assistant director, and then by ferreting out 
the truth from the masquavade of lies and contradictions. This is a road 
of many but wll~planned curves, for which ono eannot find any ruses or, 
from the short-term view, any law, If the West is seeking an exarple from 
history, it errs. This situation 1s entirely new and the ract cannot be 
used. This it haprens that the natheds of the ‘est fonetines achieve the 
opposite of what was intended, to the advantara of the East. 


a2. The political methods of “the East, however, have their wealmesses, Jy

The task of the opponents of the USSR is to disparage the Marx-Ianin philesephy 
before the entire world by ubilizine the period when the UCR ig busy with 
its imperialistic aims and not able to make its people happy. Tt is tire 
that the Gormmnists were prevented from parsing on their ideology to the 
denseratice sectors of the world and that oteps be taken to destroy Conrmmnistie 
"nonopoly” in its present sphores, not only outside the USSR and ita satellites, 
but even in the "internal Soviet market", and to repudiate 4+ se being deceit’ 
This is the most vulnerable aspsct of Kremlin policy, ari the time is rine for 
initiating an attack. Tt is a auestion of a new revolution which would ead to : 
real democracy of the tyne Inown as Masaryk's denoeracy. Of course, this 
assunes a Masaryk whose democratic concept ie fully understood and is recog= 
nized to ba a fore> bringing together societisa and morally sobiligzing the 
vorld in the bromdest sonse. 


Tt is believed that an opportunity to initiute this action will present it~ 

self during disagreenent, which possibly will occur soon, between the USSR, 
Poland and Czechonlova'ja, daring which time both surpreased nations will 

rid themselves of the -oviet influence at ail costa, 4018 ULeayovoriouy 

will emerge from the Soviet aim to win over the Germans at the oxpense of 

the satellites. In this connection it is recommended that the Cxechs, as a 
rolitical neeeasity and on thoir oun initiative, begin to solve the problem - 

of the return of the Sudeten Germans. To live in Czechoslovakia lator on with G& 
mans who returned to the border areas against the will of the Csechs—for exanple

Europe, It ig believed that as a last resort, Caechoolovakia would accept 

a solution if it cane from the Vest. The Foles would probably react in the 

sane manner becauge it would also be more acceptable and safer for then to 
accept a correction of the Polish-German border based on their ow proposal 

than on the dictate of the Russians. 


Of course it is important that tha Czechs make lmown their offer in tine. 

4 late proposal could be judsed as an escape from difficulties and encourare 

the Germans to ster up their derands. If the Czechs bepan to solve the Sndeten= 
German proplen, they would help the Vest win the support of the Germans sconer 
than would the USSR in the seme way, and the Germans would always remenber 

who had made this gosturs. 


After the unification of Germany by the lest, the USSR would find itself on 
the defensive and would face a solid and penuine force whieh is eager for a 
just settlement of the world and against which the Marx-lenin theory would 
be helpless. And in Czechoclovalia the Masaryk democracy would certainly 
find » way which would enable not only different classcs to live torether 
peacefully, but also different nationalities, 


Tt is believed that the USSR can ba defeated without a war only hy the fulfili- 
nent of 3 program nobler than that presented by the Marx-Lenin theory, Thig 
means @ decisive and conprehensive realization of Masaryk'!s principles of 
humanitarian democracy. ; 
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
